In the year 73 h, while the Caliph Abd al-Malik bin Marwan was introducing his early Islamic dirham coinage in Damascus, he sent 
his brother Bishr off to Iraq, initially to govern the centre of Umayyad administration in Kufa and then in Basra. It is clear that 
he was given exceptional powers to introduce the new Islamic coinage where he had direct authority. This coin adds another piece 
to the very small corpus of coinage which can be attributed with certainty to this innovative governor. The place AKWLA was 
recorded by the Encyclopaedia of Islam as being a gravelly wasteland where the governor established his headquarters somewhat 
to the north of the new town of a-Kufa where the bulk of the population lived. The use of what appears to be a monogram in 
the reverse field is an exceptional feature of this coin. Perhaps Bishr was showing suitable modesty on his first coinage. On his 
later issues he inscribed his full name in Pahlawi.

This extraordinary object undoubtedly formed part of the equipment employed in the work of an Umayyad treasury 
office. It would have been used to regulate the receipt and disbursement of gold dinars. When the weight of this 
piece is divided by twenty the resulting average weight is 4.35 grams, close to the theoretical Syrian weight of the 
dinar, which was approximately a half carat heavier than the Umayyad dinars in regular circulation at the time that 
this weight was cast. This piece provides an interesting glimpse into the daily life of an Umayyad treasury office and 
is a key artefact in the regulation of treasury accounts.

This is a newly identified dinar bearing the title of al-Fadl bin Sahl, Dhu l-Riyasatayn (“Holder of the Two Jurisdictions”). 
Now there appears to be three types of al-Fadl’s dinars which bear geographical designations in their obverse fields. 
Al-Maghrib (the West) for coinage struck in Egypt, at- ‘Iraq probably for that from the capital, Madinat al-Salam and 
al-Mashriq (the East) for that of an unknown mint in Khurasan, possibly Marw where the Caliph al-Ma’mun lived. 
This beautiful and previously unknown coin may have been seen as an act by al-Fadl which overstepped his powers 
and prompted his death shortly after it was struck.

In In 160h / 777 CE the Makam Ibrahim, the stone behind which the Prophet Muhammad prayed when he performed 
the circumnambulation of the Holy Ka’ba, and which bears the footprints of the Prophet Ibrahim impressed into 
its surface at the time that he was building the Holy House, was brought to the abode of al-Mahdi in Makka when 
he performed the pilgrimage. In the next year, when the makam was raised carelessly by one of its keepers, it fell 
down and cracked; it was repaired on the order of al-Mahdi and its upper and lower parts were braced with gold. 
Al-Mutawakkil in 241 h / 655-656 CE improved the pedestal of the makam, embellished the makam itself with gold 
and ordered the building of a cupola over the makam (cf al-Sinjati, Mana’ih al-karam bi-akhbar Makka wa‘l Haram, 
ms. Leiden fol. 120b). In 252h / 866 CE the makam was stripped of its gold by the Governor of Makka JaTar bin 
al-Fadl; the gold was then melted down for minting Dinars, which he spent in the struggle against the rebel Isma’il 
bin Yusuf bin Ibrahim (see al-Sinjati op.cit. fols. 120a ult. - 120b; for Isma‘il bin Yusuf see al-Fasi, al-Tkd al-thamin, 
ed. Fu’ad Sayyid, Cairo 1383/1963, iii, 311, no 383). A thorough restoration of the Makam was carried out in 256h 
/ 870 CE by the Governor Ali bin al-Hasan al-Hashimi (see al-Fasi op. cit. vi, 151, no. 2050). 

The gold for the famous Dinar of the caliph al-Mu £ tazz dated 252h, which so eloquently symbolises the importance 
of this sacred spot, came from the coveting of the Makam Ibrahim

This object is clearly not a coin or commodity weight, but it certainly must have fulfilled another official function. The 
cataloguer suggests that it was a matrix used to prepare official seals to be stamped on letters and other documents 
to show the possession of items emanating from the office of the “servant of God”, al-Ma’mun, “Commander of 
the Faithful”. It is interesting to note that al-Ma’mun is described as the Imam (the Religious Leader”) rather than 
Khalifa (Caliph), a more secular title.

The date 103h is totally impossible and should actually be circa 301 h, and 
the location of the mint could not have been Samarqand, but somewhere elsewhere in the east. Unfortunately, the 
word in the lower reverse field is illegible due to double striking. This is a delightful numismatic curiosity.
